grounds  for  the  charges.  The  commit¬ 
tee  was  composed  of  the  following 
preachers:  Dr.  J.  Clyde  Turner,  Dr. 
H.  I.  Hester,  Dr.  E.  H.  Westmoreland, 
Dr.  Millard  J.  Berqulst,  and  Dr.  W  R. 
Pettigrew.  They  unanimously  decid¬ 
ed  that  the  charges  were  without 
merit  and  In  their  report  declared: 

“The  committee  entered  thoroughly 
into  each  of  the  charge*,  and  care¬ 
fully  examined  all  the  evidence  given 
to  support  them.  IT  IS  OUR  FIRM 
CONVICTION  THAT  THE  TEACHING

TRUSTED  LEADERS  THROUGH  THE 
YEAR8.

acidentally  discovered  in  Palestine 
early  last  year  will  be  published  In 
photographic  form  this  fall  with  suit¬ 
able  transcriptions,  it  was  announced 
here  by  Professor  Carl  H.  Kraellng, 
president  of  the  American  Schools  of 
Oriental  Research  at-  Yale  University. 

The  Old  Testament  manuscripts, 
whose  discovery  has  been  hailed  as 
one  of  the  most  significant  of  Its  kind 
in  modem  times.  Include  the  oldest 
known  copy  of  the  Book  of  Isaiah,  the 
most  complete  Biblical  document  ever 
found.  This  document  will  be  Includ¬ 
ed  in  a  volume  now  In  preparation, 
as  well  as  a  commentary  on  the  book 
of  Habakkuk,  a  minor  Hebrew  prop¬ 
het. 

Professor  Kraellng.  who  Is  chairman 
of  the  Department  of  Near  Eastern 
Languages  and  Literatures  at  Yale, 
said  other  volumes  based  on  original 
animal-skin  manuscripts  found  by 
wandering  Arab  Bedouins  In  a  cave 


afterwards. 

He  pointed  out  that  these  manu¬ 
scripts  are  now  in  the  United  States, 
but  are  not  owned  or  held  by  the 
American  Schools  of  Oriental  Re¬ 
search.  They  are  In  the  possession  of 
Metropolitan  Athanasius  Teihue 
Samuel,  of  the  Syrian  Orthodox  Mon- 
stery  of  8t.  Mark  in  Jerusalem,  now 
In  this  country,  who  will  place  them 
on  exhibition  In  the  near  future. 

"Scholars  throughout  the  world," 
Professor  Kraellng  said,  “regard  the 
discovery  of  these  Hebrew  manu¬ 
scripts,  and  the  many  fragments 
which  have  also  been  found,  as  key 
links  in  completing  our  knowledge 
about  an  Important  period  of  Jud- 


"The  manuscripts  tell  us  a  good 
deal  about  the  reliability  of  the  tra¬ 
ditional  Hebrew  text  of  the  Bible," 
Professor  Kraellng  said,  commenting 
on  the  Palestine  discovery,  which  has 
created  considerable  discussion  la 
archae logical  and  Biblical  Journals.

BAPTIST  WORLD  ALLIANCE 
ON  THE  JOB  IN  EUROPE

Here  in  the  heart  of  London,  at  the 
European  headquarters  of  the  Baptist 
World  Alliance,  there  labors  a  quiet, 
graying  man,  Dr.  Walter  O.  Lewis. 
More  than  any  other  person,  he  car¬ 
ries  in  his  heart  and  on  his  shoul¬ 
ders  the  work  of  the  Alliance  in  this 
hungry  postwar  Europe. 

Modest  as  a  Quaker.  Dr.  Lewis  never 
uses  the  pronoun  “L”  This  Missouri 
man  who  belongs  to  the  whole  Bap¬ 
tist  world  says  “we."  And  no  one  is 
better  known  nor  more  beloved  In 
Baptist  councils  of  Europe  than  Wal¬ 
ter  O.  Lewis. 

As  I  write  these  words,  sitting  at  his 
desk,  he  has  just  left  for  Zurich, 
Switzerland,  to  take  part  In  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  Baptist  Theological  Semi¬ 
nary  there.  Then  to  Germany.  And  to 
France.  Wherever  the  growing  needs 
of  Baptist  work  call  him. 

“Our  task  consists  mostly  of  threo 
R's,"  Dr.  Lewis  told  me.  “Relief,  re¬ 
construction,  and  refugees." 

As  to  relief:  The  Baptist  World  Al¬ 
liance  man  is  the  co-ordinator  of  re¬ 
lief  in  Europe.  Funds  that  come  in, 
principally  from  America,  are  feed¬ 
ing  more  than  1,000  men,  women,  and 
children  a  day.  The  greatest  share  of 
this  is  in  Germany.  The  usual  plan  Is 
to  open  a  relief  center  In  a  Baptist 
chapel.  Hundreds  crowd  In,  especially 
the  aged  and  the  young,  suffering 
from  malnutrition.  For  several  days 
they  are  fed,  and  given  medicines  and 
clothing.  Then  others  are  admitted. 
Thousands  have  been  saved  from 
starvation,  and  from  tuberculosis.  Th#

of  the  Institution.  The  trustees  ore 
grateful  for  this  action  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion  in  placing  the  matter  in  the 
hands  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  who, 
according  to  our  Baptist  policy  is 
managing  our  institutions,  are  re¬ 
sponsible  for  the  affairs  of  the  Semi¬ 
nary.  We  assure  the  Convention  that 
the  trustees  are  ever  mindful  of  their 
responsibility  to  maintain  the  Semi¬ 
nary  on  the  high  level  of  efficiency 
and  doctrinal  integrity  which 
characterized  its  history. 

When  the  Seminary  was  founded  in 
1859,  there  was  formulated  and  adopt¬ 
ed  a  document  known  as  "Fundamen¬ 
tal  Laws.”  The  charter  provides: 

.  .  that  the  Trustees  of  said  cor¬ 
poration  shall  preserve  inviolable,  and 
maintain  forever  in  the  management 
and  control  of  this  institution,  the 
fundamental  laws  .  .  .  “  Article  9  of 
the  Fundamental  Laws  is  known  as 
the  “Abstract  of  Principles”  and  is  as 
follows? 

“9.  Every  Professor  of  the  Institu¬ 
tion  shall  be  a  member  of  a  regular 
Baptist  Church;  and  all  persons  ac¬ 
cepting  Professorships  in  this  Semi¬ 
nary,  shall  be  considered,  by  such  ac¬ 
ceptance,  as  engaging  to  teach  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with,  and  not  contrary  to, 
the  Abstract  of  Principles  herelnafer 
laid  down,  a  departure  from  the  prin¬ 
ciples,  on  his  part,  shall  be  considered 
ground  for  his  resignation  or  remov¬ 
al  by  the  Trustees — to  wit: 
k  THE  ARTICLES  OF  FAITH 

I  t  THE  SCRIPTURES 

“The  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New 
Testaments  were  given  by  inspiration 
of  God,  and  are  the  only  sufficient,  cer¬ 
tain  am)  authoritative  rule  of  all  saving 
knowledge,  faith  and  obedience, 
n.  GOD 

There  is  'but  one  God,  the  Maker, 
Preserver  and  Ruler  of  all  things,  having 
in  and  of  himself,  all  perfections,  and 
being  infinite  in  them  all. 

HI.  THE  TRINITY 
“God  Is  revealed  to  us  as  Father,  Son 
and  Holy  Spirit  each  with  distinct  per¬ 
sonal  attributes. 

IV.  PROVIDENCE 

“God  from  eternity,  decrees  or  per¬ 
mits  all  things  that  come  to  pass,  and 
perpetually  upholds,  directs  and  governs 
all  creatures  and  all  events;  yet  so  as 
not  in  any  wise  to  be  the  author  or 
approver  of  sin  nor  to  destroy  the  free 
will  and  responsibility  of  intelligent  crea¬ 
tures.  * 

V.  ELECTION 

"Election  is  God's  eternal  choice  of 
some  persons  unto  everlasting  life — not 
because  of  forseen  merit  in  them,  but  of 
«s  mere  mercy  in  Christ — in  conse¬ 
quence  of  which  choice  they  are  called, 
justified  and  glorified. 

VI.  THE  FALL  OF  MAN 
"God  originally  created  man  in  His 
own  Image,  and  free  from  sin;  but, 
through  the  temptation  of  Satan,  he 
transgressed  the  command  of  God.  and 
fell  from  his  original  holiness  and  right¬ 
eousness;  whereby  his  posterity  inherit 
a  nature  corrupt  and  wholly  opposed  to 
God  and  His  law,  are  under  condemna¬ 
tion,  and  as  soon  as  they  are  capable  of 
moral  action,  become  actual  transgres¬ 
sors. 

Vn.  THE  MEDIATOR 
“Jesus  Christ,  the  only  begotton  Son 
of  God,  is  the  divinely  appointed  media¬ 
tor  between  God  and  man.  Having  taken 
upon  Himself  human  nature,  yet  without 
sin.  He  perfectly  fulfilled  the  law.  suf¬ 
fered  and  died  upon  the  cross  for  the  sal¬ 
vation  of  sinners. 

Vm.  REGENERATION 
"Regeneration  Is  a  change  of  heart, 
wrought  by  the  Holy  Spirit,  who  quicken- 
eth  the  dead  In  trespasses  and  sins,  en¬ 
lightening  their  minds  spiritually  and 
aavlngly  to  understand  the  Word  of  Ood, 
and  renewing  their  whole  nature,  so 


that  they  love  and  practice  holineea. 

IX.  REPENTANCE 
“Repentance  is  an  evangelical  grace, 
wherein  a  person  being,  by  tbe  Holy 
Spirit,  made  sensible  of  the  manifold  evil 
of  his  sin,  humbleth  himself  for  it,  with 
godly  sorrow,  detestation  of  it,  and  self¬ 
abhorrence,  with  a  purpose  and  endea¬ 
vor  to  walk  before  God  so  as  to  please 
Him  in  all  things. 

X.  FAITH 

"Saving  faith  Is  the  belief,  on  God’s 
authority, .  of  whatsoever  is  revealed  in 
his  Word  concerning  Christ;  accepting 
and  resting  upon  Him  alone  for  justifica¬ 
tion,  sanctification  and  eternal  life. 

XI  JUSTIFICATION 
“Justification  Is  God's  gracious  and 
full  acquittal  of  sinners,  who  believe 
in  Christ,  from  all  sin,  through  the  satis¬ 
faction  that  Christ  has  made;  not  for 
anything  wrought  in  them  or  done  by 
them;  but  on  account  of  the  obedience 
and  satisfaction  of  Christ,  they  receiving 
and  resting  on  Him  and  His  righteous¬ 
ness  by  faith.  • . 

Xn.  SANCTIFICATION 
•Those  who  have  been  regenerated 
are  also  sanctified,  by  God's  word  and 
Spirit  dwelling  in  them.  This  sanctifica¬ 
tion  is  progressive  through  the  supply 
of  Divine  strength,  which  all  saints  seek 
to  obtain,  pressing  after  a  heavenly  life 
in  cordial  obedience  to  all  Christ's  com¬ 
mands. 

XHI  PERSEVERANCE  OF  THE  8AINTS 
“Those  whom  God  hath  accepted  in 
the  Beloved,  and  sanctified  by  His 
Spirit,  will  never  totally  nor  finally  fall 
away  from  the  state  of  grace,  but  shall 
certainly  persevere  to  the  end;  and 
though  they  may  fall,  through  neglect 
and  temptation,  into  sin,  whereby  they 
grieve  the  Spirit,  impair  their  graces 
and  comforts,  bring  reproach  on  the 
church,  and  temporal  judgments'  on 
themselves,  yet  they  shall  be  renewed 
again  unto  repentance,  and  be  kept  by 
the  power  of  God  through  faith  unto 
salvation. 

XIV.  THE  CHURCH 
"The  Lord  Jesus  is  the  Head  of  the 
Church,  which  is  composed  of  all  his  true 
disciples,  and  in  Him  is  invested  su¬ 
premely  all  power  for  its  government. 
According  to  his  commandment,  Chris¬ 
tians  are  to  associate  themselves  unto 
particular  societies  or  churches;  and  to 
each  of  these  churches  he  hath  given 
needful  authority  for  administering  that 
order,  discipline  and  worship  which  he 
bath  appointed. 

XV.  BAPTISM 

“Baptism  is  an  ordinance  of  the  Lord 
Jesus,  obligatory  upon  every  believer, 
wherein  be  is  Immersed  in  water  in  the 
name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and 
of  tbe  Holy  Spirit,  as  a  sign  of  his  fel¬ 
lowship  with  the  death  and  resurrection 
of  Christ,  of  remission  of  sins,  and  of 
bis  giving  himself  up  to  God,  to  live  and 
walk  in  nearness  of  life. 

XVI.  THE  LORD’S  SUPPER 
"The  Lord’s  Supper  is  an  ordinance 
of  Jesus  Christ,  to  be  administered  with 
the  elements  of  bread  and  wine,  and  to 
be  observed  by  his  churches  till  the  end 
of  the  world.  It  Is  in  no  sense  a  sacrifice, 
but  is  designed  to  commemorate  his 
death,  to  confirm  the  faith  •  and  other 
graces  of  Christians,  and  to  be  a  bond, 
pledge  and  renewal  of  their  communion 
with  him,  and  of  their  church  flelow- 
atalp. 

XVII.  THE  LORD'S  DAY 
"The  Lord’s  day  is  a  Christian  insti¬ 
tution  for  regular  observance  and 
should  be  employed  In  exercises  of  wor¬ 
ship  and  spir^ual  devotion,  both  public 
and  private,  resting  from  worldly  em¬ 
ployments  and  amusements,  works  of 
necessity  and  mercy  only  excepted. 

XVHI.  LIBERTY  OF  CONSCIENCE 
"God  alone  Is  Lord  of  the  conscience; 
and  He  hath  left  It  free  from  the  doc¬ 
trines  and  commandments  of  men, 
which  are  in  anything  contrary  to  His 
word,  or  not  contained  in  it. 

XIX.  THE  RESURRECTION 
‘The  bodies  of  men  after  death  return 
to  dust,  but  their  spirits  return  im¬ 


mediately  to  Ood — the  righteous  to  rest 
with  Him;  the  wicked  to  be  reserved 
under  darkness  to  the  judgment.  At 
the  last  day,  the  bodies  of  all  the  dead, 
both  just  and  unjust,  will  be  raised. 

XX  THE  JUDOMENT 

"God  hath  appointed  a  day.  wherein 
he  will  judge  the  world  by  Jesus  Christ, 
when  every  one  shall  receive  according 
to  his  deeds;  the  wicked  shall  go  away 
Into  everlasting  punishment;  the  right¬ 
eous,  into  everlasting  life.” 

Every  member  of  the  faculty  from 
that  day  to  this  has  signed  his  name 
to  these  articles,  and  the  Instructors 
In  the  Seminary  and  teachings  assis¬ 
tants  are  also  required  to  subscribe 
to  these  principles.  It  Is  clearly  under¬ 
stood  that.  If  the  time  should  come 
when  any  teacher  can  no  longer  sub¬ 
scribe  to  these  articles,  common  hon¬ 
esty  demands  that  he  sever  his  con¬ 
nection  with  the  Seminary. 

GIBSON  PRESENTS  CHARGES 

The  trustees  at  their  meeting  In 
Oklahoma  City  authorized  the  ap¬ 
pointment  of  a  committee  of  five 
preachers  to  Investigate  the  charges 
of  modernism  In  the  Seminary.  This 
committee  held  its  first  meeting  In 
Louisville,  July  12-13.  Since  Mr.  Gib¬ 
son  was  the  one  who  brought  the  mat¬ 
ter  before  the  Convention,  he  was 
asked  to  appear  before  the  commit¬ 
tee  and  present  his  charges  In  written 
form.  This  he  did,  citing  certain 
sources  of  evidence  to  support  them. 
Copies  of  these  charges  were  sent  to 
all  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trus¬ 
tees. 

The  committee  met  again  In  Louis¬ 
ville,  August  30-31,  to  give  further 
consideration  to  these  charges,  and 
to  hear  any  additional  charges,  and 
such  evidence  as  might  be  presented 
to  support  them.  Mr.  Gibson  was  noti¬ 
fied  of  this  meeting  six  weeks  ahead 
of  time  but  he  did  not  at  that  time 
indicate  that  the  date  was  not  suit-  • 
able  to  him.  He  advised  the  chairman 
of  the  committee  shortly  before  the 
fixed  date  of  the  meeting  that  he 
would  be  out  of  the  city  at  that  time 
and  could  not  attend.  He  was  then 
notified  again  that  the  meeting  would 
be  held  at  tbe  date  fixed,  and  was 
requested  to  send  to  the  committee 
any  evidence  which  he  wished  to  pre¬ 
sent.  On  the  morning  of  August  30, 
the  day  the  committee  had  assembled 
in  Louisville,  the  chairman  received 
a  telegram  from  Mr.  Gibson  in  Owens¬ 
boro,  Kentucky,  stating  his  inability 
to  attend,  but  he  furnished  no  addi¬ 
tional  evidence  to  support  his  charges. 

The  committee  deeply  regrets  that 
Mr.  Gibson  did  not  appear  for  this 
meeting  on  August  30-31.  Inasmuch  as 
the  members  had  come  from  long  dis¬ 
tances  to  be  present,  and  inasmuch  as 
they  had  in  their  possession  the  for¬ 
mal  charges  made  by  Mr.  Gibson,  and 
the  sources  of  evidence  which  he  cited 
to  support  them,  the  committee  felt 
constrained  to  proceed  with  their 
work. 

In  his  written  statement  on  July  13, 
Mr.  Gibson  presented  his  charges  un¬ 
der  three  headings,  namely:  (1)  The 
teaching  of  certain  Individuals  on  the 
teaching  staff;  (2)  The  character  of 
reading  matter  assigned  for  parallel 
reading;  (3)  The  type  of  men  invited 
to  speak  at  the  annual  Pastors’  Con¬ 
ference  in  March.

Know  Your  Mississippi  Baptist 

Convention  Constitution 
i  . 

(By-Laws  Continued) 

XXI.  A  standing  committee  on  Order 
of  Business,  consisting  of  five  members, 
a  standing  committee  on  Nominations, 
consisting  of  seven  members,  and  a 
standing  committee  of  Ministerial  Re¬ 
lief,  consisting  of  seven  members,  shall 
be  appointed  annually,  and  their  terms 
of  service  shall  begin  at  the  adjournment 
of  the  Convention  during  which  they  are 
appointed,  and  they  shall  be  appointed 
before  the  last  day  of  the  Convention. 

XXII.  At  each  annual  meeting  of  the 
Convention,  select  or  special  committees 
of  several  members  each  shall  be  ap¬ 
pointed  on  Reviews  of  the  Reports  of 
the  Convention  Board,  the  Education 
Commission,  and  the  Committee  on  So¬ 
cial  Service,  and  there  shall  also  be  ap¬ 
pointed  a  select  committee  on  time  and 
place  of  next  annual  meeting,  which 
committee  shall  name  the  preacher  and 
alternate  for  the  next  annual  meeting. 

There  shall  also  be  appointed  at  each 
annual  meeting  of  the  Convention,  a 
Committee  on  Resolutions.  All  resolu¬ 
tions  not  connected  with  the  reports  of 
Board  or  Committees  or  Commissions 
shall  be  automatically  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Resolutions  which  shall 
also  consist  of  seven  members.  This 
committee  Is  directed  to  report  on  all 
resolutions  referred  to  it  either  with  or 
without  recommendations  and  amend¬ 
ments. 

The  Committee  on  Order  of  Business 
shall  recommend  the  order  of  business 
for  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Con¬ 
vention,  and  the  committee  shall  have 
due  regard  to  the  customary  practices 
and  precedents  of  the  Convention  in  ar¬ 
ranging  for  the  orderly  and  efficient  con¬ 
duct  of  its  business  and  the  discussion 
of  its  work.  The  committee  shall  publish 
its  tentative  program  in  The  Baptist 
Record  at  least  two  weeks  before  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

The  Committee  on  Nominations  shall 
report  and  nominate  the  members  of 
the  Convention  Board,  members  or  Trus¬ 
tees  of  the  Education  Commission,  the 
trustees  of  the  colleges,  orphanages, 
hospitals  and  members  of  the  Social 
Service  Commission. 

The  Advisory  Committee  on  Ministerial 
Relief  shall  work  with  the  State  Mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board,  In 
considering  all  matters  relative  to  relief 


work  in  this  state. 

XXm.  The  President  shall  appoint 
and  announce  before  the  close  of  the 
first  session  of  the  Convention  a  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Committees,  whose  duty  H 
shall  be  to  select  all  standing,  special, 
or  select  committees  of  the  Convention, 
except  as  otherwise  provided.  The  said 
committee  shall  announce  the  commit¬ 
tee  on  review  and  the  committee  on  the' 
time  and  place  of  the  next  annual  meet¬ 
ing,  If  possible,  before  the  adjournment 
of  the  first  session  of  the  Convention. 

XXIV.  Nothing  contained  in  the  re¬ 
ports  to  the  Convention  shall  be  consid¬ 
ered  or  construed  as  the  action  of  the 
Convention  except  the  recommendations 
which  are  definitely  listed  and  are  def¬ 
initely  adopted  by  affirmative  action 
of  the  Convention.  All  recommendations 
of  any  Board,  commission  or  commit¬ 
tee  shall  be  printed  seriatim  and 
grouped  together  at  the  end  of  the  report 
before  such  recommendations  are  con¬ 
sidered  by  the  Convention. 

XXV.  Vacancies  on  any  Board  or 
agency  of  the  Convention  occuring  be¬ 
tween  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Con¬ 
vention  may  be  filled  temporarily  by 
the  Board  or  its  Executive  Committee 
and  those  elected  shall  serve  until  the 
next  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

XXVI.  No  salaried  officer,  official  or 
full  time  paid  worker  receiving  full  pay 
from  and  rendering  all  service  to  any 
Board  or  Commission  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion  shall  be  eligible  for  membership  on 
such  Board  or  Commission. 

XXVII.  No  person  shall  be  eligible 
for  membership  at  the  same  time  on 
more  than  one  Board  or  Commission  of 
the  Convention  which  has  to  do  with  the 
administration  of  the  funds  of  the  Con¬ 
vention,  but  this  provision  shall  not  ap¬ 
ply  to  the  President  of  the  Convention, 
or  to  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Con¬ 
vention  Board. 

XXVIII.  All  business  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion  shall  be  suspended  for  any  time 
agreed  upon  by  all  committees  selected 
by  the  Committee  on  Committees  to  do 
the  work  assigned  to  them  so  that  all 
messengers  may  attend  all  sessions  of 
the  Convention. 

XXIX.  The  minutes  shall  be  read  at  the 
beginning  of  the  session  each  day,  and 
if  not  previously  approved,  they  shall  be 
approved  and  signed  by  the  President 
and  Recording  Secretary  Just  before  the 
final  adjournment  of  the  Convention. 

XXX.  The  Constitution  and  By-Laws 
and  the  members  of  all  Boards  and  in¬ 
stitutions  shall  be  printed  in  the  annual 
of  the  Convention. 

XXXI.  These  By-Laws  may  be  amend¬ 
ed  at  any  annual  meeting  by  a  major¬ 
ity  vote  at  any  time,  except  upon  the 
last  day  of  the  Convention,  provided 
notice  in  writing  shall  be  given  the 
previous  day.

By  1924  the  Budget  had  been  cut  back 
to  $63,766. 

In  1926  the  Budget  was  raised  to 
$78,346. 

In  1930  s  budget  division  was  set  up — 
46  percent  Southwide  and  55  percent 
State.  The  state  division  as  follows: 

State  Missions  _ 18  % 

Christian  Education  - 28  3/4% 

Orphanage _ * -  I  1/2% 

Hospital — Jackson  -  2  % 

Hospital — Memphis  -  1/2% 

Ministerial  Education  -  1  1/4% 

In  1933  the  depression  was  on  and  the 
State  Mission  Budget  was  set  at  $21,006. 

Mississippi  Baptiste  were  unable  to  pay 
the  Interest  on  bonds.  They  offered  pay¬ 
ment  of  50  percent  of  interest  coupons 
and  the  Convention's  note  for  the  re¬ 
mainder — payable  in  1936. 

Even  during  the  depression  a  herolo 
Executive  Committee  is  still  siding  needy 
churches.  Doxology! 

During  these  years  Dr.  Gunter  was 
making  a  real  stand  for  evangelism  and 
debt  paying!

Hosts  of  Raptist  young  people 
are  entering  college  this  month; 
many  of  them  are  leaving  home 
for  the  first  time.  Readjustments 
will  be  difficult. 

On  the  campus  students  will  be 
conforming  to  a  new  environment 
and  making  acquaintances.  More 
and  bigger  decisions  await  them 
than  they  have  ever  faced  before. 
A  new  era  will  have  dawned— an 
era  that  could  mean  far  more  than 
they—  and  far  more  titan  their  par¬ 
ents  realise. 

It  is  amazing  how  many  parents 
and  local  churches  leave  the  spiri¬ 
tual  welfare  of  their  young  people 
to  chance.  Many  tragedies  develop 
because  no  one  seems  to  care. 

The  college  pastor  and  Raptist 
Student  Secretary  earnestly  seek 
to  nhinister  to  the  spiritual  needs 
of  the  students.  They  become  per¬ 
sonally  acquainted  with  many  of 
the  students.  They  see  many  come 
from  Christian  homes  and  active 
churdies.  and  fail  pitifully.  Teem¬ 
ing  hundreds  are  deejiened  in 
spiritual  life  by  service  in  the  local 
church.  Some  are  won  to  Christ. 
Some  become  flaming  torclics  for 
our  Lord. 

Your  Responsibility 
Local  pastor,  Sunday  School 
teacher.  Training  Union  worker, 
mother,  dad:  IX)NT  TAKE  A 
CHANCE!  If  you  are  interested  in 
the  spiritual  welfare  of  the  student 
leaving  your  church,  write  that 
college-town  pastor  or,  where 
there  is  one.  the  student  secretary. 
Write  NOW,  before  they  lose  the 
habit  of  attending  church  regular¬ 
ly.  Tell  the  person  ^you  wTite  about 
the  young  people  you  know  tliat 
are  coming  his  way.  Tell  him  what 
they  did  back  home  and  he  will 
contact  that  student  personally. 

Urge  your  young  people  to  join 
the  college  church  and  to  “tie  in’* 
with  the  work  of  the  Lord.  Disas¬ 
ter  gets  in  wlien  drifting  begins.  If 
strong  Christians  are  to  be  devel¬ 
oped,  there  must  be  no  gap  in 
Christian  service.

Inform  The  People 

(With  apologies  to  Editor 

H.  H.  McGinty  of  the  Missouri 

Word  And  Way.) 

Within  the  next  few  weeks  the 
majority  of  our  churches  w  ill  be 
planning  their  budgets  for  the  next 
year.  When  carefully  picked  bud¬ 
get  committees  hit  down  to  con¬ 
sider  the  wisest  distribution  of 
the  anticipated  church  funds,  the 
predominant  question  will  be, 
“How’  can  those  funds  be  used 
most  effectively  for  our  load, 
statewide  and  world-wide  King¬ 
dom  program?” 

May  we  suggest  a  most  impor- 
tunt  item:  Use  some  of  these  funds 
to  give  the  people  information. 
Knowing  well  the  value  of  infor¬ 
mation,  practically  every  institu¬ 
tion,  trade  or  industry  in  every 
land  has  its  printed  medium  for 
informing  its  constituency.  These 
cost  money  but  it  is  recognized 
that  their  value  exceeds  the  cost 
to  the  point  of  making  them  a 
good  investment. 

Information  is  particularly  im¬ 
portant  in  our  Baptist  program  of 
work.  If  our  people  are  to  be  en¬ 
listed,  it  must  be  voluntary  on 
their  part.  People  usually  are  not 
interested  in  causes  about  which 
they  know  little;  they  do  not  give 
their  money  blindly.  But.  having 
been  informed  and  convinced,  they 
will  give  and  work  with  a  remark¬ 
able  degree  of  sacrifice.  . 

There  is  only  one  place  to  get 
the  facts  about  our  Mississippi 
Baptist  program.  That  place  is  the 
Mississippi  Baptist  state  paper,  the 
Baptist  Record.  All  of  our  causes 
and  institutions  have  their  publi¬ 
cations,  but  each  is  concerned  pri¬ 
marily  with  its  own  interests.  The 
Baptist  Record  purposes  to  cor¬ 
relate  the  interests  of  all  objects 
in  our  Program.  It  is  a  far-reach¬ 
ing  program  and  its  success  must 
wait  upon  the  efforts  of  an  in¬ 
formed  people. 

We  suggest,  therefore,  that  in 
the  planning  of  annual  budgets 
our  churches  will  be  wise  if  they 
include  an  amount  to  cover  the 
cost  of  sending  the  Rnptist  Record 
to  the  families  agreed  on  by  the 


church.  The  idea  is  to  send  the  pa¬ 
per  into  every  home  where  there 
is  a  resident  member.  Certainly  all 
the  deacons  and  other  officers,  the 
teachers,  sponsors,  and  leaders 
should  have  their  state  Baptist  pa¬ 
per.  They  give  their  time  and  serv¬ 
ice  to  the  church;  this  is  an  in¬ 
strument  of  helpfulness  which  the 
church  can  give  them,  just  as  the 
church  supplies  Sunday  school.

task  is  growing  some  lighter,  but  must 
go  on  for  years. 

Reconstruction  means  rehabilita¬ 
tion  of  Baptist  churches  and  Insti¬ 
tutions.  At  least  100  Baptist  church 
buildings  were  destroyed  in  Germany 
alone  by  the  war.  About  100  more  in 
other  countries.  It  will  take  at  least 
two  generations  to  restore  them — if 
there  is  no  more  war!  Dr.  Lewis  advo¬ 
cates  a  program  whereby  Baptists  of 
the  world,  working  through  our  Al¬ 
liance,  can  underwrite  specific  pro¬ 
jects,  such  ais  rebuilding  one  church  In 
Munich,  one  In  Stuttgart,  and  so  on. 

The  Baptist  Seminary  at  Hamburg, 
reconstructed  largely  through  Baptist 
money  flowing  through  the  Alliance, 
opened  again  last  autumn.  At  Kassel, 
a  Baptist  publishing  house  is  being  re¬ 
built. 

Refugees?  What  a  heart-breaking 
problem!  First,  there  are  the  dis¬ 
placed  persons,  who  fear  to  go  bnclj 
to  Communist-dominated  countries. 
There  are  many  Baptists  among  them. 
Some  are  being  sent  to  America 
‘But  we  Baptists  have  not  given 
them  sufficient  attention,”  says  Lew¬ 
is.  “We  must  urge  Congress  to  admit 
more  of  them,  and  we  must  find  work 
and  homes  for  them.” 

Then  there  are  the  millions  of  per¬ 
sons  of  many  nationalities,  called 
ethnic”  Germans,  who  were  uproot¬ 
ed  from  their  homes  and  dragged  over 
into  Germany.  This  mad  act  of  racial 
vengeance,  sponsored  by  8oviet  Rus¬ 
sia  and  approved  by  the  U.  S.  Govern¬ 
ment  through  the  tragic  Potsdam 
agreement,  constitutes  a  crime  against 
humanity  which  challenges  the  heal¬ 
ing  ministry  of  Baptists  and  other 
Christians  everywhere.  The  Alliance 
has  begun  several  projects  looking  to¬ 
ward  alleviating  the  wretched  condi¬ 
tions  of  these  people. 

Thus  our  Baptist  World  Alliance 
strengthens  the  ties  of  our  fellowship 
across  the  obsolete  boundaries  of  thr 
nations.

SANTA  FE,  N.  M. —  (RNSt — A  com¬ 
mittee  headed  by  Dr.  T.  L.  Holcomb 
of  Nashville,  executive  secretary  of 
the  Sunday  school  board,  began  a 
complete  survey  of  the  denomina¬ 
tion’s  proposed  Western  Assembly  site 
near  Glorietta,  N.  M. 

The  proposed  site,  an  880-acre 
ranch  not  far  from  Santa  Fe.  wag 
purchased  by  the  New  Mexico  Bap- 
ttet  Convention  and  deeded  to  the

We  had  as  soon  see  $50,000,000  go 
to  8talln's  Russia  as  to  Franco’s 
Spain.  Each  Is  a  ruthless  dictator.

But,  Franco  cooperates  with  the 
Catholic  Church.  The  Catholics  want 
to  show  their  appreciation  by  tapping 
the  Federal  treasury— just  as  they 
want  Federal  funds  to  pay  for  their 
schools.

Unionism  Is  Salley's  Theme 
For  Masters  Degree  At  L.S.U. 

“Southern  Baptists  and  Their  Stand 
against  Unification  with  the  Northern 
Baptist  Convention"  is  the  title  of  a 
thesis  successfully  presented  by 
Charles  Landrum  Salley  of  the  Cham- 
berlaln-Hunt  Academy  Faculty  in 
partial  fulfillment  of  the  require¬ 
ments  for  the  degree  of  Master  of 
Arts  at  Louisiana  State  University. 
This  native  of  Eupora,  wrote  under 
the  direction  of  Professor  Francis  B. 
Slmklns. 

Mr.  Salley,  against  a  background  of 
sectional  dissensions,  forthrightly  pre¬ 
sents  the  reasons  why  the  Southern 
Baptists  have  not  followed  the  exam¬ 
ple  of  the  Southern  Methodists  In 
healing  a  great  chasm  which  develop¬ 
ed  to  the  1840’s.  A  feeling  of  unique 
destiny  and  elation  over  their  great 
growth  coupled  with  a  steadfast  con¬ 
servatism  to  matters  doctrinal  and 
racial,  the  young  scholar  contends, 
creates  among  Southern  Baptists  an 
unwillingness  to  compromise  with  the 
Northern  eo- religionists.

WCTU  Asks  Advertising 
Restrictions  On  Liquor 

PHILADELPHIA—  (RNS)  —  Con¬ 
gressional  action  to  ban  advertising  of 
alcoholic  beverages  in  interstate  com¬ 
merce  and  over  the  radio  was  recom¬ 
mended  by  national  officers  of  the 
Woman’s  Christian  Temperance  Un¬ 
ion  here. 

Such  a  step  is  needed  to  curb  the 
all-time  high  in  alcoholism  and  ex¬ 
cessive  drinking  in  the  U.  8.,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Mrs.  D.  Leigh  Colvin,  of  Evan¬ 
ston,  Ill.,  president  of  the  WCTU. 

Prominent  women  dry  leaders  from 
all  of  the  48  states,  assembled  for 
the  75th  annual  and  diamond  jubilee 
convention,  joined  in  endorsing  bills 
drafted  by  Senator  Langer,  of  North 
Dakota  (8.  1874)  and  Representative 
Bryson,  of  South  Carolina  (HR.  2428) 
that  would  place  such  curbs  on  liquor. 

Mrs.  Colvin  said  the  bills  are  dupli¬ 
cates  of  measures  once  introduced  by 
Senator  Capper,  of  Kansas,  now  re¬ 
tired. 

In  discussing  dry  trends  Mrs.  Col¬ 
vin  said : 

"Surveys  show  that  more  than  one- 
third  of  the  U.  S.  population  is  in  the 
temper  to  vote  for  Prohibition  If  given 
the  opportunity.  Drying-up  local  op¬ 
tion  elections  are  occurring  at  the 
rate  of  about  600  a  year  in  counties, 
cities,  wards,  townships  and  precincts 
in  the  more  than  30  states  wherein 
laws  permit  them. 

"These  ballot  box  revolts  against 
the  rising  tide  of  alcoholism  have 
either  dried  up  or  banned  hard  liquor 
over  an  area  of  one-fourth  of  the  U. 
S.,  containing  one-fifth  of  the  popu¬ 
lation. 

"In  its  75th  anniversary  year,  the 
WCTU  will  make  new  and  in¬ 
creased  efforts  to  protect  the  Ameri¬ 
can  home  and  family  from  the  rav¬ 
ages  of  alcohol  and  to  correct  the  wet- 
inspired  propaganda  to  the  gullible 
that  drinking  is  ‘fashionable’  and 
’smart.’-” 

Mrs.  Colvin  gave  the  following  sta¬ 
tistics: 

(1)  That  Americans  spent  $8,800  000, 000 
a  year  to  drink  2,928,000,000  gallons  of 
liquor  wine  and  beer. 

(2)  That  the  U.  S.  nas  more  yran 
468,000  saloons  (called  taverns). 

(3)  That  the  net  result  is  more  than 
4,000,000  alcoholics  and  chronic  drink¬ 
ers;  arrests  for  drunkeness  and 
drunken  driving  equals  one  for  every 
38  persons,  while  one  of  every  4.6  ad¬ 
missions  to  psychopathic  wards  of 
general  hospitals  Is  for  alcoholism. 

“When  you  consider  the  annual 
‘drink  bill,'  think  also  of  at  least  an 
equal  amount  that  is  the  cost  of 
drink-caused  q^ne,  disease,  Insanity, 
lorn  of  income,  poverty,  and  juvenile 
delinquency,”  Mrs:  Collins  said, 
"Drink  is  the  first  step  of  the  in¬ 
dividual  away  from  religion  and  from 
mcW  and  family  responsibility  ".

God. 

(3)  The  prophet  is  also  to  interpret 
life  for  those  to  whom  he  speaks  In 
their  relationship  to  one  another. 

(4) . Such  a  conception  of  the  prop¬ 
het  will  necessarily  humble  when  he 
thinks  of  the  origin  and  source  of  his 
messages.  Any  suggestion  of  driving 
men  or  of  coercion  In  any  form  or 
to  any  degree  Is  far  removed  from  the 
work  of  the  true  prophet.  His  respon¬ 
sibility  ceases  when  he  is  sure  that  he 
has  spoken  God’s  will  in  such  a  way 
as  to  cause  people  to  know  that  God 
has  spoken,  and  also  to  -know  what 
God  is  saying  to  them.  When  this  has 
been  done  faithfully,  tenderly,  lov¬ 
ingly,  people  are  to  understand  that 
they  must  make  their  own  choice. 
"The  competency  of  the  soul  under 
God.”  is  one  of  the  most  fundamental 
theses  drawn  from  God’s  Word.  And 
woe  to  the  man  or  the  group  that 
would  dare  to  Interfere  with  this  fun¬ 
damental  relationship  of  the  soul! 

Three  Observations 

I  doubt  if  there  has  ever  before 
been  a  time  that  needed  the  guidance 
and  help  of  the  real  prophet  (not  the 
parrot)  as  our  own  age  does.  Were 
men,  nations  and  people  ever  before 
so  confused  and  bewifOered  as  to 
what  is  ahead  of  them  as  they  are 
today?  What  a  call  for  the  prophet  of 
God! 

Was  there  a  time,  moreover,  when 
so  many  attractive  and  alluring  in¬ 
ducements  were  held  before  the  prop¬ 
het  of  God  to  lead  him  astray?  The 
publishing  houses  are  providing  so 
much.  It  is  so  much  easier  to  be  a 
parrot  and  many  congregations  much 
prefer  a  parrot.  It  requires  great  cour¬ 
age,  hard  toil,  constant  and  diligent 
application,  to  be  a  prophet  of  God. 
The  parrot  can  swim  with  the  cur¬ 
rent;  the  prophet  has  to  swim  against 
the  current. 

If  one  then  is  seeking  the  way  of 
least  resistance  (Matt.  7:13-14),  let 
him  set  out  to  be  a  parrot;  on  the 
other  hand,  if  a  man  wants  to  make 
a  contribution  through  his  life,  let 
him  choose  the  way  of  the  prophet. 
The  man  who  chooses  the  way  of  the 
prophet,  will  be  choosing  the  way  of 
persecution  (Matt.  5:10-12).  He  may 
take  comfort,  however,  In  the  assur¬ 
ance  that  this  is  the  way  of  his  Mas¬ 
ter  and  hear  that  Master  saying  to 
him:  "The  servant  is  not  greater  than 
his  Lord;  neither  is  he  that  is  sent 
greater  than  he  that  sent  him  (John 
(13:18).”  If  they  have  persecuted,  me, 
they  will  also  persecute  you.  It  is 
enough  that  the  servant  be  as  his 
Lord.”

I  have  never  owned  a  parrot.  My 
association  with  them — the  feathered 
kind — has  been  very  limited.  I  must 
confess,  therefore,  that  I  know  very 
little  about  parrots.  The  little  that  I 
have  seen  of  them  and  what  I  have 
heard  about  them  from  those  who 
have  owned  them  and  associated  with 
them  does  not  tend  to  Increase  my 
respect  and  admiration  for  these 
birds.  Some  of  them  learn  to  talk  a 
little  after  fashion.  Their  vocabulary 
is  very  limited  and  their  circle  of 
ideas  can  be  represented  by  the  circle 
that  is  thoroughly  blank.  The  little 
that  I  have  seen  of  the  parrot  leaves 
me  with  the  impression  that  he  pos¬ 
sesses  four  characteristics:  (1)  He  is 
Imitative.  He  can  say  only  what  he 
picks  up  from  those  about  him.  He 
has  no  power  of  originating  ideas; 
no  sense  of  purpose;  no  plan  of  life. 

(2)  He  Is  meddlesome.  He  passes  out 
to  others  what  you  would  not  have 
passed  out.  He  is  utterly  void  of  any 
sense  of  responsibility  or  of  propriety. 

(3)  He  is  deceptive.  He  will  call  the 
dog,  have  him  come  running  to  him 
in  a  state  of  glad  expectancy,  only 
to  find  nothing.  (4)  He  is  thoroughly 
selfish.  The  most  oft-repeated  mes¬ 
sage  from  the  parrot  is  this:  “Polly 
wants  a  cracker.” 

Great  Need  For  Leadership 

But  there  are  parrots  of  another 
kind,  alas,  with  many  of  whom  I  am 
quite  well  acquainted.  Much  of  our 
world  is  on  the  verge  of  physical 
starvation;  most  of  it,  I  think,  is 
famishing  for  the  water  and  the 
bread  of  life.  Surely  such  a  time  is  no 
time  for  parrots  In  the  pulpit,  or  in 
any  other  place  where  leadership  is 
called  for. 

My  plea  is  that  all  people  who  are 
to  lead  in  the  realm  of  spirit  and  in 
the  delicate  and  all-important  task  of 
molding  and  shaping  character  shall 
seek  to  be  prophets  rather  than  par¬ 
rots. 

Prophet  Is  a  “Seer” 

What  is  a  prophet  and  what  is  his 
function  in  human  life  apd  in  hu¬ 
man  civilization?  Four  things  may 
be  said: 

(1)  A  suggestive  word  used  for  the 
prophet  in  early  days  was  that  of 
“seer'  (1  Samuel  9:9).  Of  course,  a 
“seer”  is  one  who  sees.  But  do  not  all 
people  see?  Alas,  No!  Too  many  of 
us  never  see  beneath  the  surface.  It 
la  said  that  Martin  Luther  would  al¬ 
ways  raise  his  hat  when  he  came  into 
the  presence  of  a  child.  His  imagina¬ 
tion  saw  what  possibilities  were  locked 
up  In  that  child.  In  our  daily  routine 
as  we  pass  and  repass  the  plain  men 
and  women  about  us,  how  we  need  to 
pray  God  to  open  our  eyes  that  we 
may  see! 

We  walk  dally  and  hourly  in  the 
midst  of  opportunities  that  an  arch¬ 
angel  might  well  covet.  What  need 
for  the  living  God  are  ever  about  us 
and  we  pass  along  seeing  only  what 
te  on  the  surface!  The  parrot  will 
never  see  any  of  these  things:  it 
takes  the  prophet  of  God  to  see  them. 

(2)  Many  people,  again,  have  been 
as  I  was  for  quite  ar  while — thinking  of 
the  prophet  as  one  who  predicts  the 
future.  The  real  function  of  the  prop¬ 
het  is  to  speak  for  or  on  behalf  of 
God.  Nor  is  this  message  necessarily 
confined  to  dealing  with  the  individ¬ 
ual:  it  may  deal  with  the  nation,  with 
the  group,  with  the  class,  but  always 
and  primarily  in  their  relationship  to

RICHMOND,  Va. —  (RNS) — A  pro¬ 
posal  to  consolidate  the  Baptist  semi¬ 
naries  of  Santiago.  Chile,  Argentina, 
Uruguay.  Paraguay  and  possibly  Bol¬ 
ivia  awaits  the  final  recommendations 
of  the  various  missions  involved,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Dr.  Everett  Oill,  Jr.,  field 
secretary  for  Baptist  missions  in  Latin 
America. 

The  move  is  in  line  with  an  effort 
to  set  up  a  graded  plan  of  theological 
education  in  the  nine  Spanish-speak¬ 
ing  countries  of  Latin  America  where 
Southern  Baptists  work.

The  city  mission  pro¬ 
gram  has  been  launched  in  more  than 
forty  cities  of  the  8outh.  A  rural 
church  program  designed  to  revitalize 
our  country  churches  and  save  rural 
America  for  Christ  has  been  inaugu¬ 
rated.  These  two  departments  of  work 
have  been  done  in  co-operation  with 
state  mission  boards. 

A  challenging  program  has  been 
launched  in  the  West.  The  Board  has 
given  special  reinforcement  to  Baptist 
work  in  New  Mexico,  Arizona,  and 
California.

Strike  Settled  After 
Community  Prayer  Service 

LAUREL,  Miss  —  (RN8) — A  five- 
month-old  strike  which  crippled  the 
economic  life  of  this  city  was  settled 
— twenty-three  days  after  a  commun¬ 
ity  prayer  service  was  held  to  seek 
divine  guidance  in  the  situation. 

Striking  workmen  voted  747  to  588 
to  return  to  work  after  a  citizens’ 
committee  and  Governor  Fielding  L. 
Wright,  of  Mississippi,  urged  a  secret 
ballot  on  a  company-proposed  con¬ 
tract.  Union  members  had  previously 
rejected  the  offer  by  a  standing  vote 
Of  1,348  to  266. 

The  community  prayer  service  was 
sponsored  by  the  Lauderdale-Ellis- 
ville  Ministerial  Association,  and  was 
attended  by  officials  and  striking  em¬ 
ployees  of  the  large  Masonite  pulp- 
wood  plant.

Southern  Baptist  associations  are 
looking  more  and  more  to  the  assoc  l- 
ational  clerk  for  help  in  projecting 
an  advance  program  for  the  associa¬ 
tion,  the  state,  and  the  program  of 
missions  around  the  world. 

There  is  a  growing  concept  of  the 
purpose  of  records.  The  historical 
value  is  worth  noting,  and  we  need 
to  pause  to  thank  Ood  for  his  vic¬ 
tories.  But  records  achieve  their 
greatest  value  when  they  point  out 
both  strength  and  weakness.  More 
and  more  associations  this  year  will 
study  their  gains  and  losses,  as  pre¬ 
sented  by  the  associational  clerk,  for 
the  purpose  of  discovering  the  needs 
for  the  year  ahead. 

It  takes  an  army  of  at  least  126.218 
people  to  collect  data  on  Southern 
Baptist  churches  this  year.  This  num¬ 
ber  includes  the  church  clerks,  church 
treasurers,  pastors,  various  organiza¬ 
tional  secretaries,  associational  clerks, 
state  statistical  offices,  and  the  con¬ 
vention  statistical  officers. 

These  people  spend  many  hours 
preparing  their  annual  reports.  This 
preparation  involves  writing,  tele¬ 
phone  calls,  and  travel.  In  most  cases, 
it  is  a  labor  of  love  by  those  who 
sense  that  their  records  will  actually 
have  a  definite  part  in  the  kingdom 
advance.

Statements  of  Authorative  History 

Rldpath’s  Universal  History  is  re¬ 
garded  the  world  over  as  authoritative. 

Here  is  what  Ridpath’s  History  has  to 
say  about  the  establishment  of  the 
Roman  Papacy  and  the  first  Pope — on 
page  418,  volume  IV:  "This  epoch  In 
history  should  not  be  passed  over 
without  reference  to  the  rapid  growth 
of  the  papal  church,  in  the  close  of 
the  sixth  century,  and  the  beginning 
of  the  seventh.  Most  of  all  by  Gregory 
the  Great,  whose  pontificate  extended 
from  590  to  604  A.  D,  was" the  su¬ 
premacy  of  the  Apostolic  See  asserted 
and  maintained.  Under  the  triple  titles 
of  Bishop  of  Rome,  Primate  of  Italy, 
and  Apostel  of  the  West,  he  gradually 
by  gentle  insinuation  or  bold  asser¬ 
tion,  as  best  suited  the  circumstances, 
elevated  the  Episcopacy  of  Rome  into 
a  genuine  papacy  of  the  church.  He 
succeeded  in  bringing  the  Arians  of 
Italy  and  Spain  into  Catholic  fold  and 
thus  secured  the  solidarity  of  the 
Western  Ecclesia."  There  you  have 
history’s  word  as  to  who  was  the  first 
Pope,  who  exercised  any  semblance  of 
powers  such  as  that  of  the  present 
day  Pope.  May  we  ask  where  does  Pet¬ 
er  fit  into  this  picture? 

Outstanding  Differences 

Since  the  days  of  Gregory  the  Great 
the  outstanding  differences  between 
Roman  Catholics  and  all  Christian 
dissenters  from  Catholicism  are  rep¬ 
resented  in  these  three  facts: 

First,  Catholics  believe  in  the  au¬ 
thority  and  Infallibility  of  tho 
“Church”  both  In  the  political  and  ec¬ 
clesiastical  realms,'  while  others  be¬ 
lieve  In  the  authority  and  Infallibility 
of  the  Scriptures  of  the  realm  of  re¬ 
ligion  and  the  complete  separation  of 
Church  and  8tate  in  the  realm  of  pol¬ 
itics.

He 
died  once  for  all  and  has  ascended  in¬ 
to  the  heavens,  from  which  He  sheds 
forth  His  spirit  upon  all  th&t  look  to 
Him  in  faith.  Anybody  who  wants  to 
find  Jesus  Christ  precious  to  his  never 
dying  soul  can  obtain  Him  and  all 
that  He  means  to  mankind  without 
subjnltting  himself  to  the  authority  of 
any  man.  Christ  will  hear  all  who 
call  upon  Him  la  simple  faith  and 
obedient  trust.

Where  is 
the  proof  that  Peter  was  ever  in  the 
city  of  Rome?  There  is  not  one  verse 
in  the  New  Testament  Scriptures 
which  declares  Peter  to  be  the  Vicar  of 
Christ,  or  that  even  hints  that  Peter 
ever  saw  the  city  of  Rome.  Since  the 
Bible  contains  no  evidence  to  prove 
such  claims,  then  some  history  out¬ 
side  of  Catholic  authorship  should  be 
cited  for  such  proof.  The  volume  and 
page  where  such  proof  Is  recorded 
would  be  very  convincing.
